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INTRODUCTION. 



The Malayan biographical tract of which 
the following is a translation, appears to have 
been chiefly drawn up, from time to time as 
the circumstances occurred, by the principal 
member of the family whose history it re- 
lates, and subsequently added to and finally 
arranged by one of his younger sons, whose 
name of ^La-nddin is found at the conclusion 
of the manuscript. The date of it he has 
neglected to insert ; but the omission is sup- 
plied, with sufficient accuracy, by his men- 
tioning the name of the English gentleman 
at whose desire the transcript was made, and 
who is known to have been Chief of the 
-district in which the writer had taken up his 
abode, about the year 1788. A deficiency^ 
however, of a more serious kind exists, in 
there not being any statements throughout 
the manuscript, of the years in which the 
several occurrences took place, although the 
intervals of time between each are carefully

The memoirs, although without any. fioEe^ 
tension to political or literary importance, arq 
by no means destitute of inteieat ; but their 
principal merit is that of exhibiting a genuine 
{licture, by a native hand, of Ma^yan manners 
and dispositions, more forcibly, and^ it mmyi be 
said, more dramatically represented, than they 
could be drawn by the pencil oC* any strangdi 
They have also the recommendation of attor4* 
ing a specimen of simple narrative; a style 
of which some writers have thought tlie Malays 
incapable, and which is certainly rare in cokim 
parison with the romantic and extravagant talds 
so prevalent amongst these and other eastesn 
people. Nor should we be too fastidious 
the subject of their humble attempts at bio^

8j)ective governments abroad, on the grounds^ 
or pretences of rights in^inged^ enemies coun-^ 
leadtnced; and other grievances^ they could 
not have been published at the time without 
haaard of giving nmbcage to the one party 
or the other; but the circumstances being 
sisioe entiiely changed ; the penons implicated 
in the transactions, both Europeans and Ma- 
lays^ ^ving long ceased to exist; the rules 
of^'OinidHct tCFwards the country powers being 
estiabhshed on a more enlightened policy than

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fonnerly prevailed; and every pretext for 

future national differences being removed, by 
the treaty of 18i24>* tbei^ no longer appeara 
to be any sufficient motive for suppressing a 
recital (true in substance, however partially 
coloured) that may 8er\ e as an useful -warning 
to all persons who, in those countries, are 
placed in situations of discretionary control, 
to be just, as well as cautious in their pro- 
ceedingB^th a spirited and adventurous n.^ 
of people, who have strong feelings of inde- 
pendence, are impatient of injury, jealous of 
insult^ and who consider the indulgencejj.c^ 
Tevenge as a duty at least, if not a virtue.

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This narrative, which contains a full detail of events 
that took place at the period of the Dutch (East-India) 
Company's taking measures for establishing a settle- 
ment at Samangka,* is transcribed for the information 
of the (English) reddent (chief) of Laye^f who has

He had not, howevei^ befrn 
settled there more than three years, when a fleet ^f 
prawB) iitom the £6^ coontty (Cekbei)^ cdmmoiided 
by PanffUma Tuaeak, made its appeanmee and coiik* 
menced hostilities ; the reputed wealth of the inhabkants 
holdmg out a strong temptation for . plunder. The

About a year after his arrival, his wife bore him a 
800} ioyrbam heganre the name of InM Ti^fon, When 
the child had attained its thiid year, he to reflect 
on the expediency of changing his residence ; from the 
consideration that in the event of his own death, an 
inftmtof tibat tender age, wilhout a father or rdatives, 
would be exposed to danger. Influenced by this motive

Malays living tinder die jurisdiction of a parigeran 
(native chief), who received liis title of Par^eran Sura- 
hmoa fttiok the sidtan of AMloMi (in Java). Upon

to him the events of his tife» paiticiikily the drctaen^ 
stances attending his flight from KofiiriUUa.' The-elnAf 
appeared to feel much concern at the recital, and said 
to him, Nakkoda^* you'vill do wisely to- fit ywst 
^'ahode in my country, and cease to lead awandcving 
" life. Reflect that you are now advanced in years ; but 
*'if your indiDatioii be stall to eatj^kiy yourself in 'tH^ 
^ purcRiit of gain, there is mi^ soop^-i^ trade between 
this place and Bantam.' ' Makuta assented to this pn>> 
liosals and when their c on v e rsation was at mt end, xe^ 
tamed to Ins Tessel for (he purpose of landing her 
cargo. This being eti'ected, he hauled her on shore and 
laid her up^ His nat olgect was to build a house neaf 
the mouth of jPSa59n^ river, where he established hiniself 
as a trader. Many people, as well Lumpbngs as Malays, 
lesorted to him for the purchase of his floods; but evai 
^ough the purpose of thcar visit diouM be inerely to 
converse and ask questions, he never failed to answer 
them with mildness in his words and oomplaeency ia 
his manner. His dealings were open and candid, 
was above all dishonourable arts, and he avoided everyi- 
tliing that migfat lead to jealousy or dispute wkb Hie 
Inhabitants. The consequence of which prudent eon- 
duct was, that during the whole period of his living 
among them he never ceased to experience tlieir good iviH.

Beyond the hills that lie inland of this place, fhercf ' 
lived a people known by the appellation of Ahung, who 
oQcupidd ten villages. This singular custom prevailed 
among them, that when their young men proposed to'' 
marry, they were required to undergo a year^'s probation 
before their offers were aooepted. In order to fulfil 
thi% they femed parties^ to the number perhaps of ten 
persons, each ol wiiom armed himself with a spear, a ' 
sword, and a kris^ and thus equipped they sei out on ' 
an expedition. Their provisions were three (gallon) 
measures of rice, with as much sugar as each man chose

As soon as the invading ])arty met with success in 
obtainii^ heada» thejr jretutned liomeward. In the mean 
time their countrymen, expecting their approach, pre* 
par^ cocp-nut shells filled with milk, and placed in 
the paths through which they must pasa to thenr reqiective 
villages. Such of the youths as were provided with tro- 
pliies passed on to their houses, escorted by a numerous 
bead of young women who met them on the rood, and 
wil^ every demonstratiott of joy, shewed theh* willing, 
ness to become the wives of the fortunate adventurers. 
Those, on the contrary, who returned empty-handed, 
were deterred by shame from enterin 2; t lie villages, when 
they perceived the ranges of coco-nut shells filled with 
m}|3c ; beciiuse ^ oeremony implied that they weie to

the hills and those of the lower country were (as very commonlfi 
happens) in a state of continual and inveterate liostility, retaliating as 
opportnniti('« offered, and giving no quarter. Tliose of the billc, though 
strong in tlieir natural defences, were inferior to the other-i ia point of 
numbers and means of offence. Tlie object of tiieir policy must there- 
fore have been to surprise strajrelcrs, and tlieir young men were incited 
to shew their activity and skiii in tliis species of warfare, Uy the mast 
effectual encouragement that could be held out to themj that of 
bestowing their young women on those, in preference, who most distin- 
guished themselves. Of their comparative merit the only 0Rtensi?bIe 
proof was the number of heads brought hack with them mid tlm 
ignomy attendant mi the want of Mieceas (however acddental), has 
nothing in it of an extiaonUnaiy <ibafactcr. 
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subdued, the iniiabitante of this place mugt always

Under these impressions he proceeded to consult with 
MiHa Mktfa»9 agent to the sukan of Baniam at So- 
tmrngkoy about the asfsdieBcy of making an attack opon 
their villages. Kiria agreed with him in. opinion, and 
pnpoaad that they ahould aMmbk their leqiective de- 
pendanti; giving notice of their design to the diielSi 
oi the country. These chiefs were four pangeransx 
namelj, Wei JMna of JBmuawamgt whose juriMUotion 
ooiiifxrdiended twenty hanvpongs (or palisadoed villages) ; 
Lout liarasanta of Bihu Lftngu, who had eighteen 
iiUagea ; Ja^fa JCanima of JPadang Raifh who had 
ten^ and WH Semangkai of Somawang^ whose depen- 
dants were numerous and occupied thirteen villages. 
All these chiefs were sunnnoned^ and in about five days 
they assembled at Samangka to discuss the proposed 
measures; when Kirla Minjan tlius addressed tliem: 
**The subject on which Naishoda Muda and myself 
<<have ealled you together is^ the expediency, as it 
" appears to our judgments, of conquering the Abuii^ 

people, in order that the inhabitants of this country 
«<inay be relieved tan apprehension and enabled to 

attend to their pepper and rice plantations^ which, as 
^ we are informed, they cannot do at pnesent without 
•* imminent risk, should they venture to go singly : and 

for this state of things, there seems to be no odier 

remedy.

'< useless." He was ap^Kilnted sole leader of ' the expo- 
ditiou ; nor was it accompanied either by Kirm Mmjan 
or by any of the pan^gettmB in person. The finroe em- 
ployed consisted of about fomr hundred in^, of whoih 
eighty carried musquets; the remainder being armed 
in a varie^ of modes. After spending tiuree days In 
making their way through uninhabited forests, they 
approached the neighbourhood of tlie Aiun^ viiiagea. 
A council of war being now held, Nakkoda Muda gave 
orders that the people belonging to ^ country chiefs 
should remain where they were» for the present, whilst 
he advanced with those who were aimed with masquetst 
but that as soon as they should hear the report of a gun, 
they were to hasten immediately to the spot. Marching

ordered a shot to be fired into it, and then entered with 
hk men: but they found it empty; having been aban- 
doned by the inhabitants, who hod fled in varimis 
directions. The remainder of the force now came up, 
and Mi to (dundering sueh efieote as were left in the 
houses. , Inquiry was iheqi made of penons aoquamted 
with the country, wliether the other villages of these 
people weie iu distant from thenoe» and ufoa bemg 
infixmed to the oootrary, Nakhoda MSda^uamMaiAj 
proceeded against them with all his followers. The 
peittoidar names of these places aie not mentumedy but 
of the ten not one xemained untaken, and by order of 
the couunander the houses were burnt to the ground. 
Two montiis were emfdoyed in seaiddng for the Itigi. 
tives, scarcely any of whom oould be disoovered*. Sudi 
as they happened to fall in with were hunted like deer 
in the foest; none attempting to make resistance, so 
much were they terrified by the report of fire^vma ; 
nothing of the kind having ever been heard among 
them, eith^ in the course of their own lives or from Ifaa 
days of their forefathers. In all this destruction of 
villages^ however, not more than lour of the Aburiff 
people were killed by the musquetiy ; and of the fouv 
hundred who accompanied Nakhoda MSdA^ not one man 
lost his life, and only one was wounded in the foot by a 
rofl^.* Since this event nothing has bM certainly

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knoim of ifaeae AigltiTei^ but it wm leported tluit tbey 

had fled as far as the sea, on the opposite side of the 
ktaody and were fiettkd near Pakmbang. Nakhoda 
' Muda and his army returned to Samangka, where tliey 
were met by Kiria and the pmigerafiSy and eagerly 
qUetCioiied mspeotiiig the cncuinstanoea of thdr cam* 
paign ; at wfaieh a compk^ detail was afibided. Being 
now satisiied of the enthre dispersion of the Abutig 
people^ those <tf Samcrngka wett relieved from farther 
apfyr^cnsiai. After four or five days had been spent 
in festivities and rejoicing in the town, the country chiefs 
ittturned to their reqiective viUages with hearts quite at 
easeu 

Half a year had elapsed from the time of this trans- 
action, when Nakhoda MUda made a voyage to Baniam 
with a cargo of pepper. Upon his arrival he waited on 
the principal minister of the sultan and depositary of 
bis confldenoe m all busineM, of whatever nature^ within 
his realm, whose title was Fmigeran Kasuma Ningrat 
Upon entflving the hottse^ be sat down (respectfully) in 
tile piresence of tihe minister, who^ when he perceived 
bim, said ; When did Nakhoda Muda arrive ? What 

cargo has he brought? What news was stirring at 
** Samangha when he left it My lord pctn^eran^ 
replied be» I have l»rought nothing besides pepper ; 
« being the only produoe of the country. Of this I 
*' have one hundred hahars (about thirty tons). As to 

news there was none» exciting what relates to a 
^ certain people beyond the hillsy who bad no king nor 

** were 
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^ were under any certain g^ernmeiit; belonging notlier 
to his highness the sultan of Bantam^ nor to the 
sultan of Puiembang^ nor to any other po#er. So 
great was the terror they inspired, that when any of 
** them were known to approach the coast, the inhabi- 
tanta of Samm^ka dared not to venture into die 
** country, from the dread of being murdered. This 
*^ caused the chiefs to resolve upon attacking their 
« villageBy and to appoint me to proceed thither at the 
•* head of their dependants ; on which occasioii the 
villages wereail destroyed, to the number of ten.^ The 
minister expreaaed himself to be extremely gratified hf 
tliis intelligence, and Nakkoda Muda^ after some furtlier 
conrersatioa, took his leove^ to return to his vessd. 

As soon as the landing of his cargo was effected, an 
officer on the part of the sultan, and another on the part 
of the Dutch Compatty, attended to receive it. When 
weighed, the amount was paid In dollars, whidi lie kid 
out in goods for the Samangka market. Ills returning 
cargo being ready, he again waited on the minister, to 
signify his intention of departing. " Nakhoda Mudu,^^ 
said he^ as your residence is at Samangka^ it is ezpe- 
** dient that you should be in a capacity of rendering 
" service to the sultan, in your district, which is far 
removed firam the seat of goveaament Should any 
disputes, or actual hostilities take plaoe amongst the 
paiigeram or proatins (heads of villages), be it your 
duty, in conjunction with Kiria Mu^an (the agent), 
» to inquire into the causes of their difllerence, and, 

c ^ |ttovided 
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<< provided thf^ no. lives liave been lofity to adjust the 
^ affidr, judicially, on the spot : hut m the event of any « 
*' persons being killed, the proatins must be sent o\ er to 

Memiamt and the particulars of the affray conuuunip 
" cated to me m writing. Moreover, when persons sent 
•* from iiic and commissioned by the sultan, arrive at 

Som(M^fka for the purpose of making a survey of the 
^ pepper plantations, do you, JVtModa Muda, aocom* 

paoy them in the business. These, you must be 

aware, .are not my private suggestions, but the com* 
^ mands of the sultan, which I have his diiectioDs to 
*• make known to you."—** The performance of wliat 
M your Excellency, requires," v^lied NoJdioda Muda, 
** would not be attended with more trouble than what I 
** should willingly undertake; but I have doubts of the 
** appointment being satisfactory to the chiefs of the 
** country ; sedng that I am no more than a settler in 
•* the place, as is well known to your Excellency/*— 

AU persons who dwell at SamangkOf' the minister 
observed, ** are equally to be considerBd as settlers, and 
** as contini^uiig to reside there under the sultan's licence; 
ff ngr can any lone of them pr^end to exercifie powjer or 
f* will, otherwise than througb the sultan, to whom th^ 
** country has belonged from early times, unto the -pr^, 
** pent hpur," To this, Nakhofla M»da retunied .n^ 
further answer, but only took leave, preparatory to his 
departure ; oi) which occa^on the minister invested hin^ 
with a 4Somplete dress, sucJi a^ the prwUtM jsx the 
dominions of the sultan of Baniam are accustomed tp 

wear. 
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wear. Upon going down to the "poitf he waited on the 
Fiscal (Dutch officer of the customs), in order to pro- 
cure a sea-pass for Samangka^ and as soon as that was 
made out, he set sail, and performed the voyage hi a 

bhort time. 

Ahout six months after his return a boat arrired from 
Bantam having on board two oiBoers, who came, by 

the sultan's orders, to make a survey of the plantations 
bdonging to every viUage^ and brought direction to 
Nakhoda Muda and Ktrla Minjan to proceed along 
with them. They accordingly set out together, and in 
the progress of the survey (or circuit of inspection), the 
principal officer thus addressed the respective praaiiM! 
'* It is ])y the command of his highness the sultan that 
Nakhoda MidOf in conjunction with Kkia Mmjan^ 
accompanies us on this duty : you are not therefore to 
feel any jealousy towards him for what he does in obe»- 
^ dience to those commands. If anj difoence should 
hereafter arise between one pfoaiHn and another, or 
<^ even between the pongeram^ these two persons are 
appmnled by the sidtan to decide upon it, and you 
** are required to abide by their decision. Such, be it 
known to all whom it may concern, is the pleasure of 
^ die sultan.^ In two months the business of the survey 
was completed, when the party retnmed to the town, 
and the boat (with the two officers) sailed for Bantam, 
canying a small quantity of pepper from each of the 
country chiefs, as a complimentary tribute to his high- 
ness. 

The 
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The Malayaa town at Samangka contiimaUy iiw 
ereaaed in its [Kjj}iilatioB. There iveie about fifty prawa 
belraiging to the place, navigated by Maiays, and em- 
pbyed In the transport of pepper. These veie obliged 
to take out passes for their voyage from Nakh^da Muda^ 
and to produce them on their arrival at BcuUam, In 
this manner he advanced m personal oonsequene^ and 
rose m the esteem of the mhafaitants of place. The 
native Lampdngs, the Javans^ and the Malays, were 
equally attached to him. 

It happened that about this thne a war broke out in 
th^ country of Bantam^ between the sultan and the 
people of the hills. The leader of these insm^gents was 
named RStu Bogus BHang, a man of an active mind 
and of desperate resolution, whom none amongst the 
hiU-chie& dared to oppose, and wiioae word they impli- 
citly followed. Under him they collected in a body to 
make an attack on the capital, and soon obtained posaes- 
sionofaUthe smaller towns in llieneighboiirimod* Even 
within the city itself, those persons who were not in 
immediate connexion with the court, were in general 
imdinedto the party of MM Bagu§* The^eitiiy places 
of consequence that remained untaken, were three forts ; 
ene bdUmgtng to the sultan^ named Oadong inimnf and 
tiS0 belonging to^ Dulc^ oaHed PUoki (?ymi Kaiwrtg 
AntUi the garrieons of which held out. The sultan, 
-hCfwever^ received oei»mial assistsaKe from BaMa^ 
and-tiie war was carried on for the space of about two 
years; the insurgents being induced to uu^utoin it with 

such 
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ftuch obttuMcy, by the ptotpeot which Bdtu B9 $U9 hsAA 
out to them, that in the event of his getting poaecinon 

of the city, they wouid be relieved from all future 
eDDtral, cither m the part of the flultan or of the 
Conpany. Endowed in an eminent degree with the ait 
of working upon the minds of men, he led them in tius 
maimer to pmaote hie derigasi and to diecq^ani tiie omi- 
eequenoes of euch prooeedinge. 

Uj^xjn Kiria Mtr^ari's receiving the intelligence of the 
dty of BmUam being attacked and of the probability 
of its eaptinre, he immediately left Snmangka^ in otdcr to 
joiji the party diJiaJA Bagus^ being himself a hill-man of 
the BatUam oountry. As soon as he wae admitted to 
his presenee, and made the ea«tomary obeisance, the 
Mdtu* inquired, from whence does this man come 

He is,*" said the officers in attendance^ ^ Afia Ifif^o^ 
-** who for some time past has had the management of 
« the Samangka country under the orders of the sultan^ 

and is anived to pay his compliments to your higb^ 
** ness, in consequence of his learning that vou are 

making preparation to efiect the conquest of the 

dty.*"^** ITouT dbtue/' said JEMi, eomss t^ exprass 
** his readiness to submit to the will of your highness, 
^.aod no knger acknowledges ailfgyaioe toj^w suUan.''^

all events bring them hither ; and should any spirit of 
*^ resistance be maniliested, take off the head of their 

chief, and kt it be conveyed to me/* ■ 

After this conversation Kiria embarked from a place 
named JTtrafo Cha/nnganf lor Samangka, being pro> 
vided with two large boats, of the sort caHed pan- 
chdlang. Upon his arrival^ he repaired to the residence 
of pmfgeran Wei Maina xii Benunoanfff wham he thus 
addressed : I am come hither, pangeran^ by the orders 
>* of Rata BaguB B&angt to make a progress through 
** the country of Lampd/i<j, and ascertain who amongst 

tlie chi^s are disposed to yield obedience to him as 
^ theiv «ovcflt«gD> aad who an not; it hafiog beoome 

icadain. Aat ihe must soon raider himself master of 'the 
*^.city of Bantam^ My reason for applying to you. in 
*f Ihe fint initeiiea is* rthat I connder yon to be .ihe 
" principal person, in rank and consequence, of thi* 
^ couBtcy."-^^ If it were indeed certain*" i;eplied. the 

there 
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thm mild be no tocnh for heaitatioD^ because who^ 
ever is king of that place is entitled to our allegiance : 
I hope that what I say does not give dissatis£actiaa." 
*^ What ia your ofixaoa/* said KmOf with re^^axd to 
*** tlie Malays who are settled here ? Do you suppose 
*^ them inclined to attach themselves to the cause of the 
^ J2alKi or thecontiwry? My leason for the inquiry i% 
that I have his instructions to cause all those Malays 
to join him ; by fair means, if they are ao disposed ; 
or if not, by fofoe.'* 

It happeiiLci that this conversation was overheard by 
a person named Radin Sapang^ who was particularly 
attached to Nakhoda MSdOy aAd who immediately com- 
municated to him the purport of it. Upon receiving the 
information^ the latter called a meettng of all the im- 
lAodaa (masters and owners of trading praws) that were 
then in the Malayan town (kampmig malayu). Being 
assembled at his houses he addressed them in the 
following words : In what light, my brethren and 
** fellow-traders, are you disposed to view the commis- 
sicn brought by KvHa Mu^an from Rati$ Bagm, for 
transporting us all to Bantam f If we diew s dism* 
clination to join in his measures, he wUl assuredly 
proceed to hoatilitin against us. Such is tba in- 
formation oommunicated to me \sj Raiin Sapan<j. 
'♦ What, my brethren, should be resolved upon under 
* <^<9teitedxouni8taneea? ' Our deciaioa mMbeinslan^^ 
<*tnade; Ibr at this moment KMa Minjmi is at Ibe 
village of pan'geran Wei Ratna^ collecting a force to 
' ' ' ** march 
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march this way/' Of the traders who met tt^gether 
on thn occasion Bome advised it, as the more prudent 

course, to accede to what ishoiild be proposed by the 
agent of the Ratu ,* whilst others mmntftinfid a contzarj 
opinion; And there was no oonaatency jn their ddibeu 
rations. At length an elderly person named Nokhoda 
Malmt who came from Kampar (on the north-eastern 
coast of Sumaira)y suggested, that since so mudi un- 
certainty prevailed amongst them, it would be expedient 
to refer the matter back to Nokhoda Mida, and lo 
request die aid of his counseL This veSerenoe being 
approved of by the others; and his sentiments being 
deored accordingly, he said to them : In my humble 

opinion, so long as the sultan of Baniam remains un. 

subdued, and the Dutcii Company continues to exist 

at Matopmt it would be unwise in us to embrace

posals ; as I am fully persuaded that Bantam will

« the deciskm,'' said they» ^ no tune should be lost ; let 
♦* each man of us get ready his anns, and let us proceed 
*^ to occupy situations where we can most advantageously

yukUoda Muda took measures for fitting out two 

praws ; 
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pmim; which were w^ provided with amu and amimi^ 
nitioB, and each had two experienced persons on boards 

who were instructed to lie off' the mouth of the river to 
the purpose of intevoeptiDg Xina Mi/r^v^9 boati» in 
the event ef his attempting to enlep with then* The 
crews were ail chosen men» and Nakfioda Malim, to 
whom the service was intrusted^ had acquired muoh 
expceitnee in naval warfare, from having been hoetolbre 
employed against the Bqpi people.* As soon ae this 
ImwMas had been anmoged» he dispatched a smaU 
vessel to Bantam, with a letter to the sultan and another 
to the Dutch governor (chief or resident). Mynheer 
Sambinkyf acquainting them that an agent ham S&B 
BaguB had arrived at Samangka, for the purpose of 
securing tlmt country for his master ; that all the native 
chiefs were intimidated by hixi» but that the Malaysy on 
the contrary, had shewn no disposition to submit to his 
(usurped) authority. Such was the purport of these 
fetters^ which he committed to the chaige of a penon 
named Nakhoda Tangah, who likewise carrietl a, pre- 
sent to the sultaoy of dned £fih, noe, and ripe betel-nut» 
mid t» tfae.Dntch gonremory a &m foirls. Thn yesssl 
sailed immediatelj, and upon her arrival at Bantam the

In ocmsequenos 
of the advices sent, two MjpB were ordered to pnoceed 

without delay to Samangka^ one of them having three 
and the other two masts, with three hundred aoldierv on 
board, -European and BugU.* In eiglit days from the 
time of transmitting the advices, these ships made their 
appearance. 

Kvria Mk^an was in the mean time enjoying himself 
conviviaUy, with the assemblage of proailns at the 
rendence of paHgeran Wei EatnOi and using his endea- 
vours to prevail on them to make an attack upon the 
entrenchments thrown up by the Malays; when his 
people observing the two ships to steer for die harbour 
of Samangka, hastened to cany the intdligenoe to their 
master. " There are now," they said, **.two ships 

standing in towards the quarter of the Malays^ and 
^ we judge them to be sent fwm Btmkm for the pro- 
** tection of that place." Alarmed at this information, 
and fearing for the ooosequenoes to himself, he instantly 
withdrew to his boats, set sail without loss of time, and 
returned to Rdiu Bagus^ near Bantam ; making to him 
a report of his want of success in his misskm. Such," 
he said, *' were the circumstances under which I left 

Samaaigka* The country chie£s were unanimously 
*^ disposed to attach themselves to your cause, but the 

Malays were not to be iniiueiiced by my representa- 

^ tions;

it necemrf for .me to return.-' To tbis recital the 
Rdlu uttered not a word in reply, but turned his attention 
to the prosecutioD of tiie war, ami from day to day 
pushed on the attack against Baniam* 

We shall now revert to the state of affairs at SO' 
mcmgka* Upon Nakhoda Muda'a perceiving the ships, 
he summoned aU the Malays .to accompany him to the 
landing-place, that they might be in readiness to receive 
the captains; which was done with the usual compli- 
mentSy as weU on his own part, as that of the other 
nakhodas of the place. The subject of the firvSt inquiries 
made by the captains, was, the latest accounts of the 
agent of the AJ/ai ; to which it was answered that be 
was still supposed to be at the village of Wei Ratna ; 
but being desiious of ascertaining the fact, they dis. 
patched the two armed praws, alter putting an hundred 
soldiers on board of them, with instructions to the 
following effect : that if the people of the Bati should 
be still with the pof^eraii, they were to send back 
advip^ of it with all possible speed ; but to remain them- 
rItas OB the coast, to pcerent their escape (by ,8ea)t 
yolil thqir^flfaould be joined by tharenunndar of the^noe.* 
, . • '. Althougii

inland place, it must be undeistood that all thedimm^ or kampmgs (which, 
for want of a better term, we call villages), are situated on rivers, and 

stationing ajmed vessels off the mouth of one of these, is nearly tanta- 
mount to iiuestii g the places on its banks. The indication of Uie 
Javanese; emiiasaries being stil! in the country, would be tlie appearanccyi 
in or near the river, of the roasted boats in which they arrived. 
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Although the ^pmwn left Samangka the same night, 
they could not, upon reaching the spot, see either 
a panohaia^ or any other vessel at the anchorage. 
When, on the other haad, the pemg&ran wfts apprised 
of their arrival, he sent out people (in sampans) to look 
after them ; and these upon their approaching the vessels, 
being taken on board, were asked where KMa NSnjan 
was at that time. To this they answered, that he wav 
no longer in those parts, but had sailed for Bantam two 
nights before. A party then knded, and proceeded 
towards the village of the pangeran, who, when he per- 
ceived them coming, gave directions for their being 
accommodated in one of his houses, and shortly after- 
wards made his appearance, but with strong marks of 
alarm in his countenance. Upon his asking what was 
the object of their virit, he was told that they were com- 
missioned by the Dutch commanding officer to search 
for JGria Minjan, who, they were informed, was har- 
boured in his village. Being again assumed of his 
having taken flight, they returned to their praws, and 
hastened to join their commander, to whom they commu- 
nicated the intelligence. 

It was now desired that Nakhoda Muda should call 
together ail the chiefs of the country, and messei^;ers 
were accordingly dispatched for this purpose to every 
village, inviting them to repair to the Malay town. In 
about ten daya finm that time all the ptnS'gmmB and 
proaSm^ with proportion of their respective dependants, 
were collected, and such was the number of these servants 

0^ 
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of God (MahcwietaDft), that the place was xiot sufiicient 
to oontaiD them. The Dutch oommander then deaired 
of Nakhoda Muda, tliat he wuulti put the question to 
the chiefs, whether or not they were reaoLved to maintahi 
their aUegiance to the sultaii of Baniam and the Com- 
pany ; in order that it might be clearly understood what 
theur sentunents were. Upon this question bdng asked, 
Wei Raina replied, that all the chiefs remained loyal 
to the sultan and the Company, as they had ever been. 
When the Dutch oommander hesid diis^ he said to the 
pangertm with some warmth : l£ you are really wdl 
affected to the government, as you now declare, wliat 
is the reason that you admitted into your village the 
^ agent of RSHi Bogus f Did you not know that he 
was the enemy of the sultan and the Company ? If 
^ the news of his arrival in the country had not been 
eommumcated to them by Nakkoda MmUfy they must 
have remained ignorant of it to this hour." — " The 
** cause)** replied the pangeran^ of my not having sent 
the inteUigenee was, that I had no person about me 
who was fitting to be the messenger ; and besides thii^ 
^ I was under appiehension £nom XMrta, whom I was not 
^ strong enough to oppose. You well know, Sir, the 
circumstances of this country ; that we are not pro- 
^ vided with arms of anature to defend ourselves sgainst 
* SB enemy. We are all here Kke women in respect to 
« our powers of resistance, and the sole occupation 
^ allowed to us by the oiden of the sultan and the 
••Company, is that of cidtivating our plantations of 

" pepper.' 
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pepper." With this answer the Dutch commander 
•ppeaised to be satisfied; and on a sulMequent day, he 
desired Ndkhoda Muda to ask whether the proatins 
woMld have any objectioo to bripging down their p^pec» 
in order. to his reoeiving it on acoount of tbe Company, 
by whose instructions he acted. This was coDsented, to 
by the chie£$» and their respective dependants were 
directed to convey their produce to the town, , fironi 
whence it was weighed off to the ships, and in three 
monthg die loadiiig of both was completed** di4 
not, however, prooeed immediately to Bantam, but 
waited the event of the war with Bdtu BaguSf, When 
at length he was defieated, and aU his adherenta ofaJigiBd 
to fly to the mountains, so that the sultan or the Com- 
pany were no longer in danger of disturbanoe from hinv 
the Dutch governor dispatched an order for the ahipa 
repairing to Bantam, which was executed without furtiier 
loss of time ; and upon their arrival, both the sultan and- 
the governor were much pleased to observe die large 
cargoes they brought. The former directly sent & pcm- 
chakmg to Samang^ with a considerable iqnnber of 
dollars, in payment of die pepper. In this manner waa 
business conducted by his highness and by Mynheer S.

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Mida also mdled fat Bmniofih ^ oompany with all the 

trading praws belongiiig to Samangka^ laden with 
cargoes of pepper. When they had proceeded as £ar aa 
the narrow part of the Strait, between the land of Java 
and the island of Percha (Sumatra)) the wind became 
Iqii]^ and NeModa, Mudifs pmw was wrecked on the 
coast between the port of Bantam and Charingiiu This 
happened at midnight. The loading of the praw was 
about one . hundred bakan (thirty tons) of pepper, of 
which not one grain was saved, nor any thing of value 
excepting the anus, w;hich the crew carried on shore with 
l)iem when they quitted the wreck; all the other yessels 
arrived in safety. As soon as Nakhitda Muda liaii 
collected the few trifling articles that could be.got at, he 
took with him two of his . people, and proceeded to 
JBantam in a small sampan (canoe) ; where, upju his 
arriTal, he waited on the Fiscal, and acquainted him of 
the accident that had beCsUen his praw on the coast qf 
Java, and of the quantity of pepper that, had been lost. 
By the Fiscal he was conducted to the govemor, who, 
when he waainlbrmedof the erent, observed, that there 
was no help for it, and that he, the naklwda, was out of 
luck.' Afler. some- conversation he proceeded to the 
house of pangeran Kasitma Ningraty the sultan'^s prin- 
cipal and confidential minister, who had the entire 
administralian of justioe^ and took cognisance of all 
matters, whether relating to sea or land ; a minister to 
whom his master could with safety trust , the keeping of 
Ins conscience. Having related to him his story, the 

n latter 
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ktter said: It cttmot Ibe h^ped : i^ood fortune ttid iH 

** fortune proceed from GoA ; and do not you, fiakhoda, 
^ be the ksB dispofled, on tiiis aicoouiit, to place your 

tniflt in Ifim. Let me knew,** he added, ^ in what 
*' respect I can assist you."—** My principal object," 
he replied^ in eonnng to make ny atuattea known to 

your Exo^mey, was* veqnest you to accommodate 

me with the loan of a small vessd, of about two

treWy with any artides Ihey may have found the 
*' means of saving.'* A vessel properly equipped and 
manned was immediately put under his -orders; in 
whidi he returned Vo the wreck and efi^cted the business 
intended ; but upon coming back to Bantatriy he found 
his heahh and spirits so much impaired^ that he was 
-obliged 'to confine himseSf to his house. 

On a certain day, when the pander an had an audience 
of the suHan, he took ah opportunity of mentioning* 
that in a large fleet of fnraws lately arrived firom v^tf- 
mangka witli pepper, one vessel alone, the proptrty of 
Ndckoda MidOf had been unibrtunatdy wredced on 
coast of Jam; and that he (ihe minister) feh much 
concern for the man's loss. " If Nakkoda Muda^** said 
the sultan, ^ is in want of funds for-canying on his oom- 
"mercial dealings, supply him with whatever amoiiift 
" his occasions may require." When the pangeran 
had taken leave and returned home, he sent lor the 
mtkhoday who immediately accompanied the mesiKngrir 
to Ills presence. Upon his entering, the pangeran said

He 
set about building a house, the dimensions of which 
irace, ten fathoms in' length and eight in depth (or 
breadth) ; the wiiole of the frame and boards for the 
aides beh^ of teak vood. He was induced -to under- 
take this work tram the ccnsideratioii tiiat in case of 
his death, his §on would be exempt from any trouble of 
lhat natuie fiur twenty years to come. In about two 
years Hke building was com]^eted; the sum exfiended 
en it not amounting to less than one thousand Spanish 
dcdlaro* After this^ however^ he renewed his vojiugefe 
to Bantanh and peTserered in the navigation ferthree 
years. In one of his trips he made a purchase there of 
two pfaws^ and took them with 1dm to Saman^uu To 
his ddest son Wam$b, who on this occamon wAa distin- 
guiahed by the appellation of Nakhoda Bitjan^, he 
gave one of diese praws, fidly eq[uipped and pmided, 
together widi- a trading capital. The other, with a 
similar outfit^ he gave to his second son, named Wasaly 
wbo' in lilce mamier, by geneiul assent, receivied 'the 
appellation of Nakhoda Ijella> These youths had been 
taught all sorts of leanung and accomplishments.

In like 
manner he paid his compliments to the miniater, to the 
thuAandasr (comptroller of the port), and otiber ofiiceK 
of government ; after wiuch he proceeded to deliver the 
popper to the pearaons appointed by the sultan and the

About this time the sultan having sent for his minister, 
and the latter» beiqg seated in his presence^ said : Thy 
servant is come m obedience to the royal summons : 
whatever are the sultan's commands his servant is
